Nothing 
was safe from The wiid mob after that. 
The column erected to the meinorv o/ 
Xapoleon and his army in one of the 
principal squares of Paris was pulled 
down as a "monument of tyrannv." A 
systematic war wns begun on afl pub- 
lic buildings, petroleum being used to 
ignite them and the frames being fed 
with oil to make them burn the taster. 
\o one was allowed to interfere with 
the progress of the flames, and the loss 
was incalculable, many priceless rel'cs 
being destroyed.
